farm board cannot buy tobacco in 
Georgia as growers in that section 
have urged the board to do. 

The statement was made in a dis- 
cussion of the tobaceo situation with 
Virginia growers. 

“The market has just opened, and 
the low prices offered is causing many 
to wire the board to act,” Mr. Stone 
said. , “Under the agricultural mar- 
keting act under which the federal 
farm board was formed, the board can 
treat only with organized co-operatives 
and not with individual farmers,” he 
continued. 

“The board can assist growers in 
Georgia to form their own co-opera- 
tive if the growers ask for such aid, 
but the board is not starting such 
co-operative movements. It will fur- 
nish assistance only when growers 
make the initial move. 

“Overproduction of tobacco is to 
blame to a certain extent for the 
low prices,” Mr. Stone said, “but the 
grower competing with 
buying power concentrated into a few 
hands is a fundamental factor.” 


He stressed 
ganizing the producers so they may 
compete with the buyers who are 
now organized, into five great cor- 
porations. 

“Tobacca co-operatives to succeed,” 
he said, ‘“‘must not organize with the 
idea of fixing price and compelling 
the manufacturer to pay that price 
or go without the commodity. Co- 
operatives should endeavor .to treat 
manufacturers as fairly as their own 
members. They should organize to 
concentrate selling power in such a 
way as to enable them to compete 
equally with buying power which has 
been concentrated into five men rep- 
resenting as many corporations.”
